POWERS COME TO AN UNDERSTANDING 


Instructions by United States, Gere 
many and Great Britain to the 
Joint High Commission 
Are Identical. 


Washington, April 15.—After hearing 
Friday morning from the British and 
German embassies, the state depart- 
ment was enabled to announce positive- 
ly and finally that the three parties to 
the Berlin treaty had agreed upon the 
instructions to be given their Samoan 
commissioners, and that it was certain 
that the commission would leave San 
Francisco on the 25th inst. for Samoa 
on the Badger. 

The instructions to the commission- 
ers are identical, the three governments 
having accepted a form which com- 
promises the differences which have 
existed up to this point. The commis- 
sion will be empowered to deal with 
the situation as it findsit in the Samoan 
islands upon its arrival. This applies 
to acts necessary to place the affairs 
of the islands in a peaceful and satis- 
factory condition for the time being, 
and whatever the commission does in 
this direction is understood to be of 
a temporary character and subject to 
the approval of the three powers. 

As to the merits of the bitter contro- 
versy between the representatives of 
the powers on the islands which led up 
to the unfortunate outbreak of April 
1, the coramissioners are expected to 
make a thorough, impartial investiga- 
tion and report the results to their re- 
spective governments. The latter will, 
by ordinary diplomatic exchange, apply 
any corrections that seem to be neces- 
sary. The commissioners will have no 
power to alter the treaty of Berlin. 
They may make recommendations to 
that end, and where they are unani- 
mous it is probable that their recom- 
mendations will be accepted for 
changes im the treaty. ;

TAKING PRECAUTIONS. 


Secretary of the Treasury Preparing 
to Meet Anticipated Demand 
for Small Bids. 


Washington, April 15.—In anticipa- 
tion of a largely increased demand for 
notes of small denominations when the 
fall crop movement begins, the secre- 
tary of the treasury is making arrange- 
ments materially to increase the treas- 
ury holdings of these small notes by 
raising the capacity for production of 
ones, twos, fives and tens from $492,000 
per day to $780,000 or $800,000 a day. 
It is thought that by July 1 a sufficient 
amount of these notes will be available 
to meet any possible emergency. Up 
to this time national banks have not 
seemed |willing to exchange large notes 
for those of smaller denominations, but 
it is believed as soon as the coming fall 
crop begins to move the pressure will 
be too great to resist and the treasury 
means to be forehanded.

His Brave Boys Continue to Drive 
Rebels Northward. . 


MORE ABOUT WEDNESDAYS FIGHT. 


Five of a North Dakota Regiment 
Killed—War Department Pre- 
paring an Answer to the 
Demand of Gov. Lee. 


Manila, April 15.—Gen. Lawton is 
marching north along the road between 
the hills and the lake, with the gun- 
boats Napidan and Laguna de ‘Bay 
abreast of his troops. The enemy is 
retreating northward. On Wednesday 
the troops crossed the Paghanjan and 
concentrated at Lambun, at the mouth 
of the river. After leaving two com- 
panies ®f the Fourteenth regiment to 
the 
troops marched to Longas and found it 
deserted. Furniture which had been 
dropped in the flight of the natives was 
scattered along the trails leading into 
the hills. Maj. Weisenberger’s sharp- 
shooters were sent toward Paotos An- 
contenea in the afternoon. They ran 
upon a nest of rebels in some thick 
bushes which afforded a splendid cover. 
Five men of the North Dakota regi- 
ment were killed and two were wound- 
ed, two of the, former dying after hav- 
ing been brought to Longas church, 
where Father McKinnon administered 
the sacrament to them. The main body 
of the American troops while at dinner 
in Longas heard the firing and ad- 
vanced to the support of the sharp- 
shooters. A scout from a hill saw the 
little fight and many whitecoats run- 
ning into the hills. The Laguna de 
Bay at the beginning of the fight 
shelled the hills, making them too hot 
for the enemy. 

The Americans entered San Antonio 
at suuset without meeting with any 
resistance. Twenty unarmed prisoners 
bearing copies of the proclamation of 
the United States Philippine commis- 
sion, which they had somehow secured, 
were afterwards released and sent out- 
side our lines. with bundles of procla- 
mations to distribute. The Fourth cav- 
alry is guarding Santa Cruz. 

Two companies of the Fourteenth 
regiment are at the mouth of the river, 
two are at Pasingham, two at Lumbun 
and one of the Fourteenth regiment 
and four of the North Dakota regiment 
are at San Antonio. The remainder of 
the troops are at Longas. Gen. Law- 
ton is on board the Laguna de Bay and 
the Cascetes are off San Antonio. The 
country just occupied is thickly popu- 
lated and produces much fruit. Mc-

Lee, of South Dakota, to President 
McKinley, asking for the immediate 
muster out and return of the South Da- 
kota troops in the Philippines, that the 
troops will be brought home as soon 
as deemed expedient by the United 
States and as soon as possible with the 
transports at hand. It is held at the 
war department that the law requiring 
the muster out of troops contemplates 
that the executive department shall 
have ample time to issue the necessary 
orders and make the necessary prep- 
arations to properly discharge the sol- 
diers and bring them home. The provi- 
sion in the bill allowing the volunteers 
im the Philippines to be enlisted for 
six months may be construed to mean 
that the volunteers will not. be mus- 
tered out-before that time if they are 
necessary tothe government.

ILLINOIS MINERS. 


President Dalzell, of the Coal Opere~ 
ators’ Association, Talks to the 
Industrial Commission, 


Washington, April 15.—The indus- 
trial commission on Friday heard S. 
M. Daizell, ot Spring Valley, Ill., presi- 
dent of the Illinois Coal Operators’ as- 
sociation and general manager of the 
Spring Valley Coal company, on con- 
ditions of the mining industry in Illi- 
nois. The eight-hour law, he said, had 
been an advantage to men who work 
about the mines by theday, but to those 
who work underground and are paid 
by their output, it had worked disad- 
vantageously, reducing their earning 
capacity about 20 per cent. The opera- 
tors, he said, have no complaint against 
the eight-hour law except that those 
who work under it are obliged to com- 
pete with others who work on the basis 
of a ten-hour day. -Speaking of the in- 
terstate commerce law, he said it was 
to the advantage of the general public 
and certainly to the advantage of the 
shipper, although at times there was 
reason, for complaint. Mr. Dalzell re- 
ferred to labor unions and said: “If 
they are an intimidation to prevent 
freedom of contract they were in the 
wrong.”

TAKING PRECAUTIONS. 


Secretary of the Treasury Preparing 
to Meet Anticipated Demand 
for Small Bids. 


Washington, April 15.—In anticipa- 
tion of a largely increased demand for 
notes of small denominations when the 
fall crop movement begins, the secre- 
tary of the treasury is making arrange- 
ments materially to increase the treas- 
ury holdings of these small notes by 
raising the capacity for production of 
ones, twos, fives and tens from $492,000 
per day to $780,000 or $800,000 a day. 
It is thought that by July 1 a sufficient 
amount of these notes will be available 
to meet any possible emergency. Up 
to this time national banks have not 
seemed willing to exchange large notes 
for those of smaller denominations, but 
it is believed as soon as the coming fall 
crop begins to move the pressure will 
be too great to resist and the treasury 
means to be forehanded.

ILLINOIS MINERS. 


President Dalzell, of the Coal Oper= 
ators’ Association, Talks to the 
Industrial Commission, 


Washington, April 15.—The indus- 
trial commission on Friday heard S. 
M. Daizell, of. Spring Valley, Ill., presi- 
dent of the Illinois Coal Operators’ as- 
sociation and general manager of the 
Spring Valley Coal company, on con- 
ditions of the mining industry in Illi- 
nois.

We passed through grass 
eight feet high and sun cactus ten feet 
high, while the oleanders, all in bloom, 
were as large as peach trees. 

The boys are well and are anxiously 
awaiting for a iglimipse of Uncle Sam’s 
land, and particularly Michigan.

Artificial Precious Stones. 

Diamonds, rubies, emeralds, and sap 
phires have all been produced in the 
laboratory, and it is now the turn of 
the pearl. The chemist, however, is not 
himself the maker of the new artificial 
pearls; he is only the collaborator. It 
is true that false pearls are made from 
mother-of-pearl, but their luster is not 
up to the mark. The Chinese have long 
introduced grains of sand and little 
knots af wire into the shell of the pearl 
oyster, in order that the animal, to re- 
lieve itself from the irritation- so caus- 
ed. may coat.the foreign substance 
with pearl. If this matter be inserted 
between the shell and the mantle the 
oyster can eject it by contractions of 
his body. To prevent this M. Boutan, 
a French experimenter, has trepanned 
the shell and introduced a small bead 
of nacre, which might, however, be a 
true pearl of a small size, through the 
hole and fixed it by means of cement 
to the shell. This bead was in course 
of time covered with nacre by the 


‘oyster, and a fine large pearl was the 


result. Dealers cannot distinguish it 
from an oriental pearl. The question 
of making pearls in this way was re- 
cently discussed at & meeting of the 
Academie des Sciences at Paris, and 
M. Bethelot, the famous chemist, ob- 


served that such a pearl could only be 


considered: a true pearl if it had at 
least a hundred layers of the pearl 
nacre; otherwise it would only be a 
foreign substance covered with nacre. 
Of course, if the foreign matter is a 
pearl itself this objection disappears 


‘and we have the means of producing 


pearls at will. According to M. La- 
caze Duthier some two years would be 
required for a haliotide to produce a 
big pearl. The artificial pearls of the 
trade, fabricated from nacre, could 
also be coated im the same way. Evi-

Twenty years, ago he made 
up his mind that Americans ate too 
much. His staple meal is in the mid- 
dle of the day, and it always consists 
of soup—good, rich soup—and a baked 
potato. Some days instead of the 
baked potato he has what southerners 
call cow peas, which are extremely 
cheap and wholesome. They cost 5 
cents a pound and swell very much in 
cooking. He cooks them with a bit of 
salt pork. Rice is also one of his 
staple foods, and occasionally a little 
milk. He buys two loaves of stale 
pread a week, which cost 2%4 cents a 
loaf. These are always toasted. Cab- 
page is another article of diet, cheap 
and of great value. He has an ar

rangement with his grocer by which 
he buys the scraps of cheese left over 
from the large cuttings at 2 cents for 
a day’s scraps. Saturday night he 
treats himself to a drink of beer. He 
is in sound health and has not had 
indigestion for 20 years.

Artificial Precious Stones. 
Diamonds, rubies, emeralds, and sap 
phires have all been produced in the 
laboratory, and it is now the turn of 
_the pearl. The chemist, however, is not 
himself the maker of the new artificial 
pearls; he is only the collaborator. It 
is true that false pearls are made from 
mother-of-pearl, but their luster is not 
up to the mark. The Chinese have long 
introduced grains of sand and little 
knots nf wire into the shell of the pearl 
oyster, in order that the animal, to re- 
lieve itself from the irritation. so caus- 
ed. may coat the foreign substance 
with pearl. If this matter be inserted 
between the shell and the mantle the 
oyster can eject it by contractions of 
his body. To prevent this M. Boutan, 
a French experimenter, has trepanned 
the shell and introduced a small bead 
of nacre, which might, however, be a 
true pearl of a small size, through the. 
hole and fixed it by means of cement 
to the shell. This bead was in course 
of time covered with nacre by the 
‘oyster, and a fine large pearl was the 
result. Dealers cannot distinguish it 
from an oriental pearl. The question 
of making pearls in this way was re- 
cently discussed at à meeting of the 
Academie des Sciences at Paris, and 
M. Bethelot, the famous chemist, 
served that such a pearl could only be 
considered: a true pearl if it had at 
least a hundred layers of the pearl 
nacre; otherwise it would only be a 
foreign substance covered with nacre. 
Of course, if the foreign matter is a 
pearl itself this objection disappears 
‘and we have the means of producing 
pearls at will. According to M. La- 
| caze Duthier some two years would be 
required for a haliotide to produce a 
big pearl. The artificial pearls of the 


trade, fabricated from nacre, could 
also be coated im the same way. Evi- 


dently the pearl mussel and oyster are 
about to be domesticated for-the pro- 
duction of pearls, as the spider is for 
silk. Pearl divers may become a 
legend of the past—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. .

however, who laughs at this lavish ex-- 
penditure, inasmuch as his bill of fare 
for the entire week only costs that 
amount. Twenty years, ago he made 
up his mind that Americans ate too 
much. His staple meal is in the mid- 
dle of the day, and it always consists 
of soup—good, rich soup—and a baked 
potato. Some days instead of the 
baked potato he has what southerners 
call cow peas, Which_are extremely 
cheap and wholesome. They cost 5 
cents a pound and swell very much in 
eooking. He cooks them with a bit of 
galt pork. Rice is also one of his 
staple foods, and occasionally a little 
milk. He buys two loaves of stale 
pread a week, which cost 2% cents a 
loaf. These are always toasted. Cab- 
bage is another article of diet, cheap 
and of great value. He has an ar 
rangement with his grocer by whick 
he buys the scraps of cheese left over 
from the large cuttings at 2 cents for 
a day’s scraps. Saturday night he 
treats himself to a drink of beer. He 
is in sound health and has not had 
indigestion for 20 years.
